Madison Hall, 79, a native of 
Placerville and resident more than 
fifty years at Union, Oregon, died 
at the home of his daughter in that 
city on November 2.

SPRINKLER SYSTEM TO IRRIGATE 
16-ACRE PASTURE AND GARDEN 


A pipe line and sprinkler system 
for irrigating 16 acres of pasture 
and garden land is rapidly nearing 
completion on the V. R. Veerkamp 
farm near Rescue. Previously, about 
6 acres had been irrigated by means 
of an open ditch and flooding but 
the small head of water available 
and excessively long runs resulted in 
inefficient use of water. 

The new installation includes a 
smal] diversion dam on Pinchem 
Creek, 2240 feet of six-inch con- 
crete pipe, a small reservoir for 
overnight storage, and sprinklers 
made of portable, perforated pipe. 
An auxiliary supply of water to 
supplement the creek flow for late

season irrigation can be pumped 
from an old mine shaft near the 
Overnight storage reservoir ~ 


As soon as the work is completed. 
Veerkamp will be able to irrigate 14 
acres of pasture, insuring green reed 
all summer, and also have adequate 
water for his two-acre garden. 

Veerkamp’s is one of several water 
facilities installed in El Dorado| 
County under the U. S. Department ! 
of Agriculture Water Facilities pro- | 
gram, administered by the Soil Con- 
servation Service, the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration and the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, in co- 
operation with the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service.
